Enable Tenants of Land in Ireland to acquire Parliamentary a.d. 1874. 
Tenant Right in their Holdings. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to enable tenants of land in Ireland 
to acquire a parliamentary tenant right in then’ holdings : 

Be it enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. It shall be lawful for any tenant in any part of Ireland what- Mode of a 
ever, whose tenancy has commenced either before or after the 
passing of this Act, to obtain parliamentary tenant right in his Kamentary 
10 holding in either of the two following ways : holding! 1 ^ 

(a.) By express agreement hi writing with his landlord for the 
time being that his holding shall thenceforth he subject to 
such right : 

{b.) By obtaining from the Court a declaration that his holding 
15 shall thenceforth he subject to such right. 

2. The Court is hereby empowered to make such declaration Conditions 
when it shall have been proved to its satisfaction that a sum which, ^der which 
together with the value of any interest which the tenant may then g ian t de- 
have in his holding, is equal to ten years rent has been expended, jgon_ n 
20 or may be agreed to he expended, hy the tenant on his holding as shall be sub- 
herein-after mentioned ; and the Court, in estimating the considera- jectto tenant 
tion for such parliamentary tenant right, shall make allowance for ng 
each of the particulars herein-after mentioned ; that is to say, 

(1.) (a.) For all moneys paid hy the tenant to his predecessor for

Provided always, that any improvements which the Court shall 10 
thus have taken into account as the consideration or part considera- 
tion for such parliamentary tenant right shall thenceforth he 
regarded as having been made by the landlord. 

Provided also, that in every case where a tenant applying for par- 
liamentary tenant right holds under a lease the declaration shall he 15 
subjept to such rent as the Court shall consider reasonable.

(2.) If the landlord desire to increase the rent he may serve on 
the tenant a twelve months’ notice, to end on or before 
the first day of November in any year, demanding a 
specific increase of the rent, such increase to commence 
25 from such first day of November ; and if the tenant shall 

not be willing to pay the increased rent specified in such 
notice, it shall be lawful for him, at any time within six 
calendar months after the service thereof, to serve a notice 
on the landlord that he is unwilling to pay such increased 
30 rent, and that he will surrender his holding, and upon the 

service of such notice upon the landlord the tenant shall 
remain in possession of his holding at the rent to which 
he was liable before the service of such notice as afore- 
said upon him, by the landlord up to the first day of 
35 November next but one after the expiration of such 

notice ; and on such last-mentioned first day of November 
the landlord shall be entitled to the possession of the 
holding on payment to the tenant of compensation

(4.) If such notice of increase or reduction be not replied to 
within such time as aforesaid, the parties shall be deemed 
to have agreed to the rent mentioned in the notice, as if 
the increased or reduced rent had been the rent originally 
stated in the agreement or declaration, as the case 
may be.

19. T his Act may be referred to as “ The Parliamentary Tenant 
Bight (Ireland) Act, 1874.” 

20. This Act shall apply to Ireland only.
